Tur Adareß. which is here republiſn- 
ed, merits to be diſtinguiſhed by the hap- 
py union of piety with patriotiſm : ſuch 
an union, graced by the attractive charms 
of eloquence, can ſcarcely fail to excite 
admiration : And it would be a ſcandalous 
libel on the principles and ſentiments 
of the people of Great Britain, to impute 
to them a diſregard of thoſe eminent vir- 
tues, which have been the ſubject of the 
higheſt eulogium, in the ſiſter kingdom. 

An emulous diſpoſition, evinced in the 
practice of duties, which contribute to 
the ſafety of our country, and confirm 
our enjoyment of domeſtic happineſs, 
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muſt ever Be eohdutive to the public weal; 
and the example of all ranks of people in 
Ireland. on the late occaſion, will, it is 
hoped, ſtimulate this emulation; and rouſe 
our utmoſt efforts, to fulfil our duties 
to God, our King and Country, and 
ourſelves ; as the only means of preſerv- 
ing the lives of our families, and our 
Tights, liberties, and property, from vio- 
lation, requiſition, and total ruin. 


The declared deſigns of the enemy 
to invade this country, render the pious 
exultation in the following addreſs, upon 
the late deliyerance of Ireland, peculiarly 
intereſting. But as we cannot, reaſonably, 
expect the interpoſition of Providence, in 
a ſimilar fruſtration of their attempts, eve- 
ry exertion will probably be requiſite to 
repulſe enemies impelled to the moſt dar- 
ing attacks, by thirſt of rapine and plun- 
der. Let us then adopt the example of 
our fellow lubjects in the neighbouring 
kin gdom, and lay aſide every conſidera- 
tion of domeſtic difference, and paity 
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politics, to oppoſe our common foes. 

The author of the animating addreſs to 
the Grand Jury of Dublin, hath deſcrimi- 
nated facts, which to the diſgrace of the 
country, too plainly ſhew that the threat- 
ened calamities had been invited by Tra- 
tors. That part of the addreſs, it is hoped, 
is applicable but to very few in Great 
Britain. Yet, as it is poſſible, this publi- 
cation may fall into the hands of ſome 
ſuch perſons, or of miſguided people; it 
is recommended to them to reflect upon 
the fate of the deluded inhabitants of thoſe 
Countries, which have become ſubject to 
the enemy's dominion, either under the 
deceiiſul maſk of Fraternity, or by the 
more juſt, but unfortunate, events of war. 
To draw a true repreſentation of the pa 
and preſent ſituation of thoſe wretched 
inhabitants, it is only neceſſary to compare 
happineſs with miſery; riches with pover- 
ty; ſecurity with rapacity; and freedom 
with oppreſſion and Tyranny. Theſe are 
the fruits of fraternity, and falſe philoſo- 
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phy, introduced under the ſpecious ap- 
pearance of the Rights of Man. — The prac- 
tical reſult of which, experience hath 
plainly ſhewn, is the ſubverſion of all order 
and juſt government; and the ſeizure of 
all property when ever occaſion, or pre- 
tence, ſuggeſts. Againſt theſe miſeries let 


us be prepared, by uſing the precautions 


which prudence and reaſon dictate, and 
by continuing untted and firm, in the 
ſupport of our excellent Conſtitution and 


Government. 


There are various ways, in which 
almoſt every individual, may be great- 
ly uſeful in theſe times of impending 
danger; the ready offer of which would 
add to public confidence; and might, 
proportionably, diſcourage any attempt 
of the enemy; who muſt inevitably fail, 
in every attack on theſe kingdoms, if 
we remain true to ourſelves. Amongſt 
ſome of the inſtances of loyalty, which 


may be noticed; the liberal offers of 


many farmers, and others in Scot- 
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land, to furniſh horſes and carts to 
government, are worthy of general im- 
itation, To mention other inſtances, 
would probably be only anticipating 
the intentions of many. But theie is 
one point, to which the public attention 
hath been directed, only within a few 
days paſt, and which, it is not unlike- 
ly, the. enemy bad in view, when a 
deſcent on this country was reſolved 
upon; that is, the depreſſion of public 
credit. As the greateſt, and moſt flouriſh- 
ing commercial nation in the world, 
every fluctuation affecting its mercantile 
tranſactions, becomes a ſerious event; and 
our mercantile negotiations, are ſo inti- 
mately connected with interior con- 
cerns, and thence with landed intereſts; 
that whatever affects one, by progreſſive 
ſteps extends to the other. The landholder, 
however unaccountably, takes but little 
notice of, and is not in the leaſt alarmedat 
even a general war, when no invaſion 


.of his country is apprehended ; but the. 
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moment ſuch an event is talked of, his 
Fears get the better of his reaſon, and 
of thus interefts at the ſame time. And, as 
if defirous of becoming a richer booty 
to the invading foe, he colleas in all 
his caſh, and rather tempts perſonal 
extortion, plunder, murder, or other 
Puniſhment, from an in ſatiate ravag ing 
enemy, than truſt to the ſecurity of 
the beft credit in the country, for a 
Future reſtoration of his wealth, 

The merchant, on the other hand, whoſe 
property is continually expoſed tothe 
Tiſk of capture, and is in every way 
affected by war, inftead of drawing in 
his ſpecie, converts it into goods, ar 
paper, and takes it with him, or ne- 
gotiates it, or leaves it behind, with 
as much confidence, and, frequently 
with more profit, than in time of peace, 
Fromthe conduct of theſe two. different 
men, the landhelder and the farmer; it 
will eaſily be feen, how much jhabits of 
Ife tend to conquer the unreaſonable 


force of the paſſions, and how neceſſary it 
is for our rea! inlereſls, to be free ſrom the 
molt debajing myluence of panic fear, and its 
ſelf-deitroying companion, avarice. J hele 
reflections ariſe from the very recent a- 
larm ſounded to public credit, and the 
conſequent anxiety of farmers and Others, 
V ho injudiciouſly demand ch inſtead 
of the uſual medium of payment. In do- 
ing this; they clearly err; and, whilſt 
they cunningly deviſe how .to ſecure 
themſelves they are not, perhaps, aware, 
that they will be entrapped in their 
own toils, by adding to the diſtreſſes 
of the country, in which they muſt, 
by ſuch conduct, be woe fully involved. 
The events, and terrors, which muſt 
follow an actual invaſion, are beyond 
even the power of imagination to con- 
jecture; but many, and extraordinary 
as they may be, the exazzerated re- 
ports of ſuch an attempt, will certain- 
ly magnify them; and by the alarm,

„ien enk and timid people will in- 


dulge, the minds of the inactive will 


fuffer tenfold more anxiety, than thoſe 
who ſhall gloriouſly ſtrive to meet, and 


encounter their enemies, on our Sea- 
girt-thores. nel 


In theſe, and in all our troubles, Chriſli- 
ans and Britons, will, it is hoped, put 
their truſt in THE ALMIGHTY CREATOR, 
and WISE GoveRNOR OF THE UNIVERSE, 
who hath hitherto been our defence 
againſt our enemies, and by repeated 
mercies hath favoured our happy Iſland; 
and enabled our anceſtors to rear a con- 
ſtitution, which is become the envy of 
nations, and admiration of the world. 

By adhering to, and maintaining thele 
principles, we ſhall reſt on © the Rock of 
ages; and may bid defiance to the ſtor- 
my billows of reſtleſs ambition; which agi- 
tate our infulting, and i impious foes. With 
thefe ſentiments, let us, in the words

AN ADDRESS. 


Delivered to the Grand Jury of the 
County of Dublin, at the Quarter Seſſions 
of the Peace, held at Kilmairham, on 
Tueſday the 10th of January, 1797, by 
ROBERT Dar, Esg. M. P. one of his 
Majeſty's Counſel learned in the Law, and 
Chairman of the ſaid County. | Firſt pub- 
Hſhed at the requeſt of the Magiſtrates 
and Grand Jury, | 


GENTLEMEN OF THE GRP Jury. 


I ſhall not trouble you this day 


with many words. The preſent tranquil | 


and orderly ſtate of our county and ca- 


pital, and the ſcanty Calendar in my hand, 
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call ſcarcely for any other expreſſion 
from me than that of the moſt lively 
and cordial congratulatioa. The times, 
it Is true, have been turbulent; the laws 
had loſt their energy and juſt authority; 
and humanity muſt for ever deplore the 
ſtreams of blood which the inſulted 
juſtice of the Country has exacted. But 
it. is a conſolation of much moment, 
that ſo many unhappy victims have 
not died in vain. Our mzfguided fellow 
Jubjetts, warned by numerous and ſevere 
examples, have diſcarded their evil coun- 
Jellors, and abandoned the criminal cour- 


ſes into which they had been deluded. 
They have opened their eyes at laſt 


to THE BLESSINGS OF THAT CONSTITU- 
TION WHICH PROTECTS THEM; and have 
returned to the paths of honeſt and ſober 
induſtry, and a due ſubmiſſion to the 
laws of the land. 


Gentlemen, I feel that it would be an in- 
ſenſible and diſguſting waſte, of your 
time, to detain you at this joy ful moment

by a cold and phlegmatic diſſertation up- 
on your duty, the threadbare theme on 
which I have ſo often ſolicited public 
attention. I feel at this proud juncture 
ſuch a diſcourſe would be deemed, as 
it ought, a pedantic mockery of your beſt 
and finelt feelings; engroſſed, as no doubt 
they now are, by one of the moſt exhi- 
laratingand ſublime ſubjects that ever 
preſented itſelf to the enraptured mind 
of man, Yes, Gentlemen! Virtue has 
triumphed over crime, order over anar- 
chy, liberty over ſlavery, religion over 
atheiſm. Tae RIGHT ARM OF OUR GRA- 
cious GOD HATH BEEN STRETCHED OUT 
TO CRUSH AN IMPIOUS FOE, and to ſave and 
protect his favourite Iſland. The long pa- 
tient-vengeance, the ſlumbering wrath of 
a juſt and terrible divinity, hath at laſt been 
awakened, and hath vindicated his power 
and juſtice upon the heads of an hardened, 
anapoſtate race, who have praſcribed him 
from his temples, and denied even the” ex- 
2/tence of the LIVING Gop. 
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In contemplating this ſignal mercy, 
there are certain facts too prominent and 
emphatical to eſcape the notice of the 
moſt ſuperficial obſerver ; fats which 


mig iii 1mpreſs conviction upon infidelity it- 


elf, were infidelity capable of conviction. 
The diſcomfiture and utter confuſion of 
an enemy ſteeped in blood, ſteeled T4. 
gainſt every compunctious viſiting of na- 
ture, have been the ſole and excluſive 
work of the Al uIicHTY. Providence, it 
would ſeem, had reſerved to himſelf the 
puniſhment of thoſe declared enemies of 
all order, virtue and, religion. Aflavit De- 
us et diſipantur. It was the breath of the 
Alx̃io HT which diſperſed them. He 
uttered his will, and ſtraightway the ene- 
my, who had eluded the Britiſh Fleet, 
and had already in imagination rioted 
in the golden ſpoils of this plundered 
and devoted land, were ſcattered. This 
proud armament, the laſt effort of their 


expiring navy, invited hither by trat- 


tors, advanced, with all the confidence 


Wo ö 
of another Armada to a certain and eaſy L 
conqueſt, and has cloſed its career with 1 
the ſame diſaſtrous and tragical cataſtro- 
phe. Nor can it be forgotten, by any well 
regulated mind, that this aw ful viſitation 
had been appointed for the great feſtival 
of Chriftianity ; as if to recall, by a tremen- 
dous warning at that ſacred ſeaſon, a loſt 
and infatuated people to a due reverente 
for our holy religion, which had been the 
object of their deriſion, and which they 


had by a former decree abolijhed and ab- 
Jured. 


But this is not all. If the pompous 
enterprize, from which our deſtruction 
was promifed, has been miſerably fruſtrat- 
ed, your preſervation has been accom- 3 
pliſhed by means not only the moſt 
effectual, but the moſt judicious and 
beſt ſelected. It is true a fair opportuni- 
ty has been loſt of emblazoning another 
day in the crowded calendar of BRITISH 
GLORY; but humanity and true policy, 
frugal of the blood of patriots and he- 
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roes, ſhrink alike from the blood-ſtained 
triumphs, which feed the unfecling pride 
and paſſions of nations and conquerors. 

_ Yourdeliverance has been effected by 
happier and more providential means : it 
has not coſt you a ſingle life or a ſingle 
ſhip. That ſtorm which burſt upon the 
hoſtile fleet locked up ours ſecure in port; 
and what at firſt was felt by us all as 
misfortune, proved ultimately but ano- 


ther inſtance of Divine favour. 


For my own part, as a ſteady and con- 
firmed chriſtian, I cannot but diſcry, 
in the ſtrong marked events of this auſpi- 
cious hour, the Divine finger, the imme-

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project your deſtruction, even while they

High as I 
knew their pulſe to beat at the call of dan- 
ger,of honour, and of their country, I hard-

But whatever they profeſs, there ſeems 
no violence in luſpecting that the object

tion ſo unprofitable and unavailing. - 
Be it our. ſtudy to cheriſh with a
